Claims 1-6,8-10,19-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Acker 



Acker et al. disclose an engine powered generator comprising: an engine (10) has an 
output shaft (12) rotating about an axis; a plate/wall (16) mounted to the engine; a generator (29) 
mounted to the plate, including a rotor (36), a stator (40) to a circular cross section housing (fig. 
1), the stator is permanently secured in the housing; and at least three or six of cylindrical pins 
(22) disposed on the plate, each of the pins tangentially contacts an inner and outer housing 
surface, to concentrically align the stator and the rotor (col. 3, In. 32-40). 

Regarding claims 19-25, the method therein is inherent given the apparatus of acker et al. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



A. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over acker et al. 

Frank discloses the claimed invention except for the shape of the pin is a dowel shape. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify the pins as taught by Frank in a dowel shape since it was known in the art that 
modifying the shape of the pins would function equally well with the claimed invention.
